Let 
it buy the freely offered shares 
of chosen industries. By combin- 
ing the efforts of individuals with 
the investment of some of the 
funds of organized labor, thrift 
and saving over a period of years 
would enable labor to own and 
control a very large segment of 
American industry and to share 
fully in the responsibilities and 
rewards of management and own- 
ership.
